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DOMESTICS IN ROYAL ROBES. 


How Some Wealthy People will be Attended at 
Coronation Dinners by Servants Dressed in Fancy 
Costume. 


THE announcement in the newspapers a short time 
ago that a wealthy commercial magnate of New York, 
visiting London for the Coronation and its attendant 
festivities, was going to fill the house rented by him 
in the West-end with domestics dressed in specially- 
designed costumes, is likely to become characteristic 
of the Coronation entertaining. 

Already one of the many millionaires who think an 
pj remig of £1,000 for a dinger nothing extra- 
ordinary, has instructed a well-known theatrical cos- 
tumier to prepare robes for his servants. As a somewhat 
obscure compliment to King Edward, Croesus and his 
guests will be waited on by domestics dressed in the 
ata of the courtiers of the period of Edward 


The Duke of Northumberland, the Ear! of Somerset, 
Elizabeth, Mary, the mnbepey Lady Jane Grey, and 
other prominent figures of the time, are all to be repre- 
sented from popies of the costumes in existing pictures. 
The guests of the millionaire will accordingly have their 
salmon handed to them, not by a waiter in conventional 
evening dress, but in vest of gorgeous colours, silk 
stockings, plush breeches, and a mantle, together with 
& swagger property sword dangling at his side. 

Another opulent American was recently a‘lvertising 
for girls of a minimum height of six feet and po 
of good figures. They were required to wear a specially 
designed dress, to wait at table, and attend to the wants 
of visitors. As very good salaries were offered, and the 
work was light, there is no doubt the millionaire 
obtained the requisite number of girls. 

A series of dresses designed after the picturesque 
Swiss costume was also to be seen a few weeks ago 
in the windows of a large outfitters’ in Regent Street. 
These were also to garb the domestics of a large house 
taken for the Coronation season. 

The idea is not by any means new, as a well-known 
duchess, who takes exception to*the ordinary print 
dresses and white caps usually worn by servants, makes 
it a rule of her household that in the morning her maids 
shall wear brown holland dresses, with Dutch bonnets 
to match ; while for evening and attendance on visitors, 
they wear blue serge dresses with white trimmings. 
The men-servants, too, are not exempt from the dress 
rules. Blue serge suits, with facings of white braid, are 
their uniforms, and even the coachman and Poly 
butler must forego the usual silk stockings and knee 
breeches, and don regulation trousers. 

Another Society dame, noted for allowing her ser- 
vants one week in the year to use her carriages and 
drawing-room in entertaining callers while she is out of 
town, also compels her maids and men to wear sailor 
costumes, the men's suits being similar to those worn 
in the Navy. This is perhaps natural in the wife of an 
Admiral, and indeed most of her domestics are from 
awcaee the children of men who have served under her

As a special attraction at her house party in Perth- 
shire last Christmas, the hostess obtained the fancy 
dresses necessary to give a performance entitled “ Mrs.

Other persons not being available, 
the mistress had instructed her maids and men in 
their several parts, which they acted very success- 
fully.
